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CRISP IN THE CHAIR. 


The Georgian Escorted to the Place of 
Honor 


AMID THE CHEERS OF HIS COLLEAGUES 


The New York Press Comments on 
the Situation, 


BETWEEN HILL AND CLEVELAND. 


Little Tom Watson Flocks Off to Himeelf, 
and Betrays the Trust That Was 
Reposed in Him, 


WASHINGTON, December 8.—[Special.]—As 
Speaker Crisp walked down the aisle at noon 
today, escorted on the one side by Mr. Mills 
and on the other by the burly Tom Reed, the 
whole house burst into applause, and the gal- 
leries waved and cheered for several minutes. 
He ascended the steps of the rostrum grace- 
fully, and with a gentle bending of the head 
in acknowledgement of the cordial reception 
he had received he addressed the house. 

His words were spoken in clear ringing tones 
and every one present instinctively felt that as 
speaker of the house of representatives—the 
second office in importance in the nation—the 
gallant Georgian would honor his party, his 
state and his country. He assumed his 
duties easily and naturally. Speaker 
Crisp gracefully and expeditiously 
directed affairs, promising the house 
an administration to be marked “‘with courtesy, 
with firmness, and with absolute impartiality.” 
The house had plenty of the ‘firmness’ 
feature when Reed was speaker, but for the 
past two years it has been astranger to 
courtesy and impartiality. It was probably on 
account of the speaker’s promises in these par- 
ticulars that his address was received with so 
much satisfaction to his party associates. 

The usual interesting scenes connected with 
the organization of the house transpired, but 
there was no unusual incidents in connection 
with the starting of the congressional wagon 
on its biennial trip. Inthe seat-drawing lot- 
tery the Georgia members fared pretty well, 
only one of them being exiled to “‘hell’s bot- 
tom,’’ as the democratic pocket beyond the 
republicans on the extreme right was christ- 
ened. When No. 88 was drawn, and the clerk 
called out “Charles F. Crisp,’ there was a 
shout of laughter andawave of applause. 
The defeated speakership candidates looked 
upasthough they were willing to exchange 
places with the Georgian, but Speaker Crisp 
pleasantly told the clerk to call the next name, 
as he guessed he would stay where he was. 

Of all the figures on the floor during the 
organization, there was none the object of 
more general attention than Roger Q. Mills. 
The members and spectators regarded his 
movements with more than ordinary interest, 
but he showed a disposition to make himself 
as inconspicaous as possible. No one has as- 
sumed that he would be other than the floor 
leader of his party during the present congress, 
but from his own manner and the Action of 
his close personal associates, the conclusion is 
reached that he is hesitating about assuming 
the task. It may be a desire on 
his part not to assume anything 
until it has been unmistakably determined 
that his leadership is generally desired by his 
party associates, or it may be that he prefers to 
leave the direction of legislation entirely in 
the hands of those who nominated Mr. Crisp 
for the speakership. As chairman of the dem- 
ocratic caucus, Mr. Holman, prior to the 
swearing in of the speaker, made all the formal 
motions, as is usual in such cases. But after 
Mr. Crisp took the chair, the expectation was 
that Mr. Mills would appear at the front to 
present the necessary resolutions to effect the 
complete organization. This he did not do, 
and the offices were performed by Messrs. 
Blount, Outhwaite, Springer and Hatch. Mr. 
Mills and his friends conspicuously held 
aloof. 

What Will Mills Do? 

In compliance with the formal resolution 
that the president be notified that the house 
was ready to proceed with business,the speaker 
appointed Mr. Mills, ex-Speaker Reed and 
Mr. Blount. This was arecognition from the 
chair that Mr. Mills was the leader of the ma- 
jority and Mr. Reed the leader of the minority. 
Mr. Mills, however, excused himself from 
serving, and the speaker appointed Mr. Breck- 
inridge, of Kentucky. 

This incident wag generally noted, but it 
was later iinphadaale another circumstance. 
When the drawing of seats took place, Mr. 
Mills’s name was called early. There were a 
large number of desirable seats on the demo- 
cratic side from which he could choose, but he 
deliberately selected a rear seat in the row 
farthest from the speaker, Mr. Breckinridge, 
Mr. Bynum, and _ his lieutenants did 
likewise. Naturally this inclination on the 
part of Mr. Mills to keep in the background 
excited comment. It was rumored that it was 
his purpose to leave the entire responsibility 
for the legislation of the session in the hands 
of the members who had brought about Mr, 
Crisp’s elevation to the chair. Further it 
Was reported that Mr. Mills would not accept 
the chairmanship on the committee on ways 
and means if tendered to him, nor that of any 
other committee. In short, his idea was to 
Cissociate himseif as far as it was in his power 
With any direction in the affairs of the house. 

Nothing to Say. 

In reply to an inquiry on the part of Tur 
CONSTITUTION correspondent concerning these 
reports, Mr. Mills said: “I have nothing to say 
to the press.”’ 

Upon the organization of the ways and 
means committee will depend the organization 
Ofallthe leading committees of the house, 
and much interest is manifested in Mr. Mills’s 
intentions, If he does not accept the chair- 

manship, which, itis said, will: be tendered 
him, it will go to Benton MéMillin, of Ten- 
nessee. Mr. McMillin is a tariff reformey 
Whose laurels have been justly earned. He 
has been the associate of Mr. Miils in the 
preparation of the Mills§,bill, and was one of 
its ablest exponents on the floor. He is 
younger than most of the democratic leaders 
in the house, and his failure to secure the 
Speakership in this congress may be looked

It makes brighter the prospect of electing a 


democratic president. It will be e8pecially wel- 
comein this state andthis city, and the New 
York congressmen who have helped bring it about 
deserve well of the democratic party of NeW York, 
and now, that the contest is over, there should be 
no Crisp men and Mills men among the democrats 
in the house, but both wings should flap together. 


The Worid says: 

Mr. Crisp is a man of judicial mind, large 
ability, well-attested skillin parliamentary tactics 
and unalterable devotion to the cause for which 
democracy stands. : 

The majority of his fellow democratic members 
of the house have fixed upun him as the man best 
fit to organize and direct that body at this criti- 
cal juncture in the party’s history. 

The party willaccept as satisfactory this de- 
cision of its accredited representatives. 

Obstinate as the contest has been, it has in- 
volved no vital question, no question whatever of 
broad party policy. All the candidates have been 
men who are of one mind as to the creat issue of 
present politics, all are tariff reformers, in- 
flexibly opposed to the monstrous system of 
protective legislation embodied in law by 
the billion-dollar congress. All clearly under- 
stand the commission given to the democratic 
party by the people in the extraordinary vote cf 
1890.. None is clearer in this understanding or 
more faithfully devoted to the execution of that 
commission than Mr. Crisp, whose first words to 
his party in congress, in accepting this nomina- 
tion, were a piedge to “take no step backward in 
tariff reform.’ But the choice of Mr. Crisp over 
his distinguished competitor, Mr. Mills, is not 
without significance. While all democrats are of 
one mind as to the purpose to be sought by demo- 
cratic endeavor, there are differences of view as 
to details of method in carrying on the contest. 

Mr. Crisp is supposed to represent more of con- 
servatism and prudence in tactics than Mr. Mills. 
His election represents the conviction of the ma- 
jority that the end aimed at by the party—namely, 
the righteous revis&l and reduction of our tariff 
is more surely to be attained through conservative 
action than through methods more radical. 

The choice is significant of the dominance of a 
prudent spirit in the great democratic majority. 
It stamps that ‘ity at the outset as one 


hopeless and helpless state into which it had 
falien after the war, and then proceeds: 

That the independent vote which has poured 
into the exhausted frame of the old democratic 

arty the new strangth shown by the great ma- 
ority in the house, can be retained if the forces 
that have dominated the democratic caucus are 
to control the action of the party in congress and 
out of it, is, of course, impossible. 

The election of Mr. Crisp by the coalition of the 

demagogy of Hill, the spoilsmongering of Tam- 
inany, the protectionism of Gorman and Brice, 
the half corrupt, half fanatical free silver move- 
ment, and the old south must inevitably ‘‘gix<. 
pause” tothe men who have believed that the 
democratic party would be a fit instrumentality 
for theaccomplishment of tariff reform, and for 
the clean and honest administration of the gov- 
ernment. 
_ More than ever before, the democracy is now on 
its trial. The men who have for the past few 
years watched its course with a deep desire tbat it 
should prove worthy of their support, and until 
today, with hope and confidence and sympathy, 
will now watch its course with anxiety, with re- 
serve, and not without grave suspicion. 

That the cause which received so hard and so 
treacherous a blow yesterday will finally triumph, 
we have no doubt, because the permanent inter- 
ests as well as the conscience and intelligence of 
the American people require it. But those to 
whom the triumph of this cause is the controlling 
pe of political action, and to whom parties are 
only instruments for or against that cause, will 
for the present be forced to assume a position of 
armed neutrality. 

The Herald’s Views. 

The house will be able to get down to work, the 
country will breathe more freely, and Tammany 
will be able to send in its little bill for services 
rendered. All this balloting has been worse than 
useless. The object of the contestants has not 
been to elect a fitting and well-equipped chairman 
simply, but to push the claims of Mr. Cleveland 
or Mr. Hill in the coming presidential campaign. 

The fight was waged in the interest of a favorite 
candidate who stood in the background, but who 
hopes to come to the front next year. In other 
words, the sole purpose in view has been to tell 
the people of this country that they 
shall vote on this and that issue, for this or that 
man in 1892, and for no other issueand no other 
man. The caucus was divided into Cleveland and 
Hlil camps, and was engaged in nothing more 
nor less than a struggle to jam down the throats 
of the country the candidacy of two men, each of 
whom is planning to spend the next four years in 
the white house. 

The people already see through the game, and 
they have become restless. They are not to be led 
like a bull witha ring in his nose. They have 
minds of their own, and have a way of expressin 
their opinions at the polls. The feeling is abroa 
that.the personal ambition of Mr. Cleveland and 
Mr. Hill may seriously split the democratic party . 
It would, therefore, be folly to take the hazard 
with either atatime when a new man, a man 
from the west, would unite all factions and lead 
the party to a sure success.

CAPTAIN HOWELL 


Diseloses the Inside ‘of the Speakership 
‘Campaign. 


THE CLEVELAND MANAGERS WORKED 


In Every Way They Could Against 
the Crisp People. 


THE MEANING. OF THE ELECTION, 


It Puts the Democracy on Rising Ground, 
Where Victory Is Certain 
in 1892. 


Captain E. P. Howell has returned from 
Washington, where he went to aid in the 
election of Mr. Crisp as speaker. He con- 
siders the election of Judge Cfisp as a strong 
indication of the success of the democrats 
in 1892. : 

“I. went to Washington,” said Oaptain 
Howell, ‘to do what little I could to help 
Judge Crisp—first because he was a Georgian, 
then because I thought he was the best 
equipped man for the place, and next because 
I thought that many unfair attacks had been 
made on hie tariff record, because he would 
not admit that the tariff was the only issue 
that the democrats ought to fight on in 1892. 
I knew that if a man was elected exclusively 
on that line for speaker, that the chances for 
electing a democratic president in 1892 would 
be more hopeless than in 1888.” 

‘Was it a hard fight?” 

‘It certainly was, and Judge Crisp is very 
proud of his victory, as he ought to be. Very 
few of his managefs had any idea that the 
balloting in the caucus would be prolonged 
beyond the third ballot. I was almost certain 
he would be nominated on the second ballot. 
The night before theelection Amos Cummings 
said to a party of as, ‘My guessis Crisp 95 on 
the first ballot, and enough toelect him on the 
second.’ Sam Robertson of Louisiana said, ‘I 
know absolutely that Crisp’s vote will be 91 
on the first ballot, and I feel very sanguine of 
enough to elect him on the second or third ;’ 
and so it went around with a half dozen sharp, 
shrewd men who had examined the list care- 
fully and talked with each congressman and 
they all ranged between these figures. When 
the balloting eommenced Crisp only 
received 89 votes Mills surprised 
all of us by the _ stfength he 
polled. We never could count over forty-four 
men for him, giving Springer what he 
claimed, fifty-seven. But when the first bal- 
lot was taken Mills cut Springer’s vote down 
to thirty-four, got one ortwoof the men we 
counted @m, one from New York and one from 
Delaware, and polled seventy-eight. I must 
admit that Crisp’s friends got rather nervous. 
But there never was a minute when Crisp 
would not have received a majority with all 
the candidates out of the race except himself 
and Mills. No one, however, was satisfied of 
this fact except Judge. Crisp and his man- 
agers.” 

“You speak of his managers—who were 
they ?’’ : 

‘*Well, the truth is, all the members of con- 
gress who wanted him nominated were man- 
agers-more or less. But the men who re- 
mained with him at his headquarters and 
aided himin giving directions were Catch- 
ings of Mississippi, Judge Mont- 
gomery of Kentucky, O’Farrel of 
Virginia, Blount of Georgia, Cummings of 
New York and Livingston of Georgia. All of 
the Georgia members except Watsoa strongly 
backed him. Ex-Congressman Barnes of 
Georgia was also very much interested in the 
race and did good service. I may also add 
that almost all of the Alabama delegation, ex- 
cepting two, were very great aids to Crisp. 
The newspaper men were for him, too—not all 
but a good majority of the correspondents, 
even when their papers were making a strong 
fight against him. The truth is, very few 
newspapers were favorable to his nomination, 
north or soath. But all the democratic papers 
of course fell in line after his nomination.”’ 

‘You speak of his nofhination as indicating 
success in 1892. How do you explain ‘that?’ 

‘‘In this way: I cannot see how we can 
possibly ‘ hop& for success if we  fol- 
low the same leaders, aud the exclusive line 
of policy we did in 1888. The democratic 
party ought to be in power today. We blun- 
dered in the campaign of 1888 by making the 
fight on a single issue. We blundered by lis- 
tening to a handful of mugwumps on the s0- 
called civil service. We lost the election, 
made it possible to pass a McKinley bill, and 
came very near having a force bill that would 
have cost this country another revolution if 
t had passed. We also made it possible for 
the republicans to pass extreme and unjust 
pension laws that will rob every citizen of the 
country for years. Now to repeat the same 
folly again, four years after, when we can’t 
point to a single man or a single influence that 
will support that administrative policy in 1892 
that did not support it in 1888, would show the 
supremwest foolishness I have known a party to 
be guilty of since the Charleston convention of 
1860. I believe the election of Millsas speaker 
would have meant the endorsement of that 
plan of campaign, and that the election of 


Crisp means that we will go into the fight with | 


every living issue that divides the democratic 
party from the republican party. Every 
fight we have made since that 
date, where the democrats have 
won, was made on that line. Gointothe 
country and talk to the farmers who have 
worked hard all the year and haven’t got a 
dollar in their pockets, and tell them that the 
tariff is all thatis troubling them, and you 
will find that they know more about it than 
to be fooled bv such talk. The tariff certainly 
is a part of their burdens, but if they are una- 
ble to buy anything but the actual necessaries 
of life and only ashort supply of these, the 
tariff will not hurt them near as much as 
other troubles caused by financial discrimina- 
tion against them. Four-fifths of the currency 
of this country is now being used for specu- 
lating, and is loaned on call in the money cen- 
ters. If this is to continue, what good are we 
to expect from the election of a demovratic 
president? From what I know about Mr. 
Crisp and his friends, I believe they will do 
what they can to give the people pPelief on 
these lines.”’ 

“‘Do you think Mr. Cleveland was active in 
his support of Mr. Mills?’ 

“*Personaily, he certainly was not, but all 
the friends he could influence were actively at 
work forhim. Mr. Vilas was as familiar in 
the lobby of the hotels working for Mills as 
Blount or Livingston was for Crisp. So was 
Dickinson of Michigan, and Mr. Bayard wrote 
letters to his friends urging them to vote for 
Milis. Then the reform club, of New York, 
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perpetuate the | 


present financial system and inaugurate 
and maintain a civil service law 
made by the republicans, was there doing its 
Tevel besteto defeat Crisp and elect Mills, and 
Mr. Cleveland is the patron saint of this club.” 

“How did the south stand on Mr. Crisp ?”’ 

“That is one thing Mr. Crisp is very proud 
of. The men who knew ~ him best 
stood the closest {to him. He got 
every democratic vote from North 
Carolina, all but one in South Carolina, all in 
Georgia except Watson, all in Alabama, all 
but two in Mississippi, four in Louisiana, five 
in Kentucky, and all but three in Virginia.” . 

“How was his vote distributed in the 
north ?”” 

“From the north the states that will give 
demoeratic majorities were his strongest sup- 
porters. New York gave him fourteen votes 
every ballot, and sometimes more. Ohio gave 
him ten. That isa republican state, but War 
wick, who beat McKinley, was @ strong sup 
porter of Crisp, and, by the way, Warwick 
Says that Governor Hill’s visit and his bold 
stand in the congressional fights in Ohio last 
year did more to carry that state in the con: 
gressional elections than all the men whe 
caine into the state froma distance. Indians 
in the wind-up gave Crisp a good lift. Mr, 
Castles, of Minnesota, was also a strong sup- 
porter of Judge Crisp, New Jersey was solid 
for him, so was Maryland, and he recelved the 
only support he got from New England from 
Connecticut.” 

“What about the Georgia delegation ?”’ 

“They stood manfully for Crisp, with the 
solitary exception of Watson, and his opposi- 
tion to Crisp was tsed by the enemies of 
Georgia’s candidate against him, but to no ad- 
vantage. Livingston, Moses, Winn, Lawson 
and Everett, all alliance men, worked hard 
for Crisp. Being elected as democrats, they, 
of course, stood by the party as the Georgia 
alliance will do. Every one of the above 
mentioned congressmen recognizes the fact 
thatifthe alliance demands for reform are 
to be secured it must be through the demo. 
cratic party.’’ 

‘You are satisfied with the result?” 

“Iam. More than satisded; I am happy.”

An Alabama Desperado Comes to His End 
‘The Body Found.

Two weeks ago Deputy United States Marshal 
Dan Osburn, in company with a posse, rode 
upon the illicit still of Ed Young, a noted 
Marion county moonshiner.

Ninety Million Dollars, 


RicHMoOND, Va., December 8.—At the annual 
meeting of the stockholders of the Richmond 
Terminal Railroad Company held here today 
at noon there were present: John H, Inman, 
president, and H. B. Ludlow and Rudolph 
Kepler. The two last named were the com- 
mittee appointed in New York yesterday by 
certain preferred stockholders to represent 


their interest 1n the meeting. 

There were 375,909 shares represented. 

The following resolution was adopted: 

Resolved, That the action of the board of di- 
rectors on November 25th in appointing the fol- 
Jowipg gentlemen: Ex Norton, Villiam Solomon, 
Jacob Schiff, Fred P. Olcott, Charles Ss. Fair- 
ehild and Louis Fitzgerald, to examine into the 
affairs of this company and to aid in perfecting a 
plan of adjustment of its affairs be ratified and 
approved, and they are hereby authorized to act 
as a conimittee representing the stockholders of 
this Company. 

This committee will proceed with its work, 
and when its report is completed a meeting of 
the stockholders will be called in this city to 
consider it, 

President Inman and the old board of di- 
rectors were selected. Whenever the above 
plan shall be adopted the stockholders will be 
requested to approve and ratify the same, as 
well as hold an election for a permanent man- 
agement. 

The president’s report which was received 
and approved, contains the fdllowing: 

The Terminal’s securities and property are 
represented on the books of the company as 
costing, in securities and cash, the sum of 
$90,670,898. The company has no floating 
indebtedness of any kind, and other than its 
ordinary investment in stocks, bonds and 
property before mentioned, it has assets con- 
sisting of advances to companies controlled, 
bills receivable and cash, amounting to $1,- 
574,742.

A FIGHT ON ATLANTA 


To Be Made by Richmond Before the 
General Assembly. 

RICHMOND, Va., December 8.—[Speciai.]— 
A big fight will be made at this session of the 
general assembly to compel the Richmond and 
Danville Railway company to bring all of its 
offices, which are now located in Atlanta, back 
to Richmond. 

The opening shot was fired when Mr. Strat- 
ton, a Richmond member of the house, intro- 
duced a billin that body providing that the 
Danville company “shall establish and keep 
at some point within this state thé principal 
office and the office of its treasurer, auditor, 
general superintendent, general freight agent 
or traffic manager, general passenger 
agent, its work and repair shops and 
the offices of such other general ofticers or 
agents as such company shall have to employ 
in carrying on its business.”’ : 

The bill provides that nothing in its provi- 
sions shall be construed to mean that the com- 
pany may not from time to time change the 
location of its offices to some other point in 
the state. The failure to fuily comply with 
the requirements of this act subjects the Rich- 
mond and Danville toa fine of not less than 
$5,000 nor more than $50,000, to be collected as 
other fines imposed under the laws of this 
state. The bill was referred. With the ex- 
ception of general freight manager all of the 

ffices included in the bill are now located at 
Atlanta. 


THE SOUTHBOUND ROAD. 


It Will Arrange for Terminal Factflities in 
Savannah and Columbia. 
SAVANNAH, Ga., December 8.—{Special./—A 
meeting of the stockholders of the Southbound 
railroad and of the Savannah Construction Com- 
pany was held today, lasting for several hours. 
Reports were presented showing that the railroad 
is doing a magnificent business, and gives promise 
of being one ofthe best paying properties in the 
south.

MUST PAY THE MONEY. 


Decision in the Case of Maybrick Against 
an Insurance Company. 

Lonpon, December 8.—The court of appeals 
has handed down its decision in the matter of 
the Maybrick insurance case. Action was 
brought by the brothers of Maybrick, a Liver- 
pool merchant, for whose murder, by poison, 
Mrs. Florence Maybrick, his wife, is now 
serving a life sentence in Woking prison. 
They sought to recover on a policy for $10,000, 
issued by the Mutual Reserve Fund Life In- 
surance Company, on the life of the deceased. 
Maybrick made over this policy to his wife, 
and she in turn madeit over to her lawyer, 
Cleaver, tocoverthe cost of defending her 
against the charge of murder. 

The insurance company refused to pay the 
policy, and action was brought to compel it to 
do so by the brothers of Maybrick, who were 
executors of his estate. 

A peculiar feature of the case was that 
Cleaver appeared as co-plaintiff with the May- 
bricks, though they were his most formidable 
opponents while he was endeavoring to have 
their sister-in-law acquitted of the charge of 
murder. 

The master of rolls, in giving the verdict, 
said that the insurance company must pay the 
amount of the insurance to the executors of 
Maybrick, holding that the policy was only 
payable to them, and not tothe wife’s assignee. 
It is a rule of law, he said, that nobody claim- 
ing through a person in a wife’s position could 
recover. The money, therefore, must be paid 
to the deceased’s executors, who must first pay 
the creditors of the estate, and then devote the 
balance to the children of the deceased. The 
wife's assignee, owing to her crime, could re- 
ceive nothing.

A GRAND JURY IN JAIL. 
They Served an Attachment on the Pre- 
siding Judge. 

SAN Antonio, Tex., December 8.-- There 
was considerable excitement produced here 
today by the arrest of the grand jury. 
Capias Was sworn out yesterday and in re- 
sponse to notices sent them by the sheriff the 
members of the Se gp body went to the 
courthouse at 9 o’clock this morning and gave 
themselves up, They were then taken to the 
county jail and placed in confinement. 

There is a tine of $50 hanging over each 
member which was imposed by Judge King, 
of the forty-fifth district court, who held that 
they werein contempt in serving an attach- 
ment on him while he was on the bench. 

The jurors bore their arrest good naturedly, 
but at once proceeded to take steps looking to 
their release. Atiorney Franklin, acting in 
their behalf, left here tonight for Tyler with a 
petition tothe supreme court in session there, 
for a writ of habeas corpus. If the petition is 
granted, it will be at least two days before the 
proceedings can be finished, and during that 
time the grand jury must remain in jail. 

There was an indignation meeting held by 
those in sympathy with the grand jury to- 
night, and speeches were made endorsing the 
course they had taken. The best informed 
lawyers of this section say the action of Judge 
King is endorsed. They say the grand jury 
bad no right to summon a judge on the bench 
to appear as malefacter, and that the jurymen 
shouid lie in jail until they rot or pay their 
fines. The town is on fire tonight, and there 
has been much talk by friends of the grand 
jurymen who say they shall be released if the 
county prison is torn down brick by brick.

The Collapse of One of the Oldest Cotton 
Housesin Augusta. 


Avecusta, Ga., December 8.—[{Special.]— 
The b'ggest surprise that Augusta has had in 
many aday was this evening, when the an-

& Co., cotton buyers for export. The firm was 
one of the largest, and considered one of the 
wealthiest, in the city, and the news of its 
collapses was received like athunderbolt.

Mr. Frank E. Fieming, of the bank- 
ing house, was visited, but he was unable to

He 
would not give the amount Potter & Co. owed 
his bank.

SHOT T0 DEATH 


By a Mob Who Succeeded in Getting 
Into Edgefleld Jail. 


DICK LUNDY, A DESPERATE CHARACTER, 


Kills the Son of the Sheriff, and While His 
Father Is Asking for Troops to Pro- 
tect Him, the Latter Is Killed. 


Cotumest, 8. C., December 7.—fSpecial.]— 
Edgefield county, noted for the many murders 
and lynchings that have occurred there during 
the last forty years, is maintaining its reputa- 
tion today. 

Dick Lundy, colored, was shot to death in 
jail by a mob for the murder of James Out- 
sets, son of the sheriff of Edgefield county. 
Yeung Outsets was shot by Lundy at a hot 
supper last Saturday night and died this 
morning. 

The lynching was expected all day, and an 
immense crowd gathered in town. Sheriff 
Outsets telegraphed the governor the facts, 
and instructions were wired to cali out the 
Edgefield Rifles and protect the prisoner at all 
costs. 

The lynching occurred while the sheriff was 
absent from the jail, attending his son’s 
funeral. 

Rewards Offered. 

When the governor received the news to 
night that Lundy had been lynched he imme- 
diately ordered a reward of $500 for the princi- 
pal lyncher and $250 fort the accessories, and 
instructed the state’s solicitor to proceed to 
Edgefield and make a searching investigation 
of the matter. Lundy was an ex-convict, who 
was sentenced to life imprisonment in the peni- 
tentiary for murder. He served six years and 
was pardoned by Governor Thompson. He 
was a burly, desperate fellow, and was looked 
upon as ‘'cock of the walk’’ in Edgefield. 


IT WAS PITIFUL. 


A Thankless Son at the Funeral of His 
Father. 

ALBANY, Ga., December 8.—[Special.]—Sad 
and pathetic indeed was the scene witnessed 
in this city Saturday morning, when a drunken 
son was bended over the body of his lifeless 
father, trying to manifest sorrow. There, in 
the presence of afew prying eyes, he stroked 
the gray beard of the man who had reared 


> him, and whom he should have honored as 


father. 

It wasindeed an affecting scene, and the 
spectators turned away in disgust. 

Mr. Henry F. Wholstenholm, who died sud- 
denly Saturday morning, was the father of the 
young man, and the Jatter knew nothing of his 
father’s iliness until after his death, when he 
was summoned. 

A reporter for The News and Advertiser was 
informed that he went to his father’s room and 
dismissed Miller and the woman, saying that 
there were valuable papers in his father’s 
trunk which he wished to obtain, In a short 
time he reappeared and proceeded to W. H. 
Wilder & Son’s undertaking establishment and 
gave instructions for his father to be shrouijed 
and buried, saying that he would pay all ex- 


nses. 

The undertakers carried out the instructions, 
but when they presented the bill to the son he 
refused to pay it under the pretenre of having 
no money. The undertakers, kno~ing young 
Wholstenholm, would not proceed with the 
burial until the money was forthcoming. Ali 
day the remains lay in the coffin in a room oc- 
cupied by Mr. Wholstenholm over S. F. 
Price’s barroom, on Broad street, while the un- 
grateful son loiterad from place to 
place in a drunken” stupor, ignoring 
every claim upon him as ason. . He was seen 


' with considerable money during the morning, 


despite the fact that he demred to the under- 
takers having any money atal!. His utter in- 
ditference condemned him. He did not deny 
having the money, $95, which his father was 
known to possess, but was heard tosay that he 
had plenty of money and did not care a d—n. 

The fact that he compelled every one to 
lenve the room while he went through his 
father’s trunk which he knew contained 
money, ur Jer prea of searching for valuable 
papers, excited suspicicn. It is known that 
Mr. James Camp paid Mr. Wholsteholm $5 
Thursday eveuing and that he had $30 be- 
sides, altogether $95. Young Wholstenholm 
knew that his father had this money some 
where in his room. 

Such indignation as was manifested over this 
matter by the citizens of Albany last night has 
not been seen here in many a day, and loud and 
positive were the opinions as to the summary 
manner in which young Wholstenhoim should 
be dealt with. Such disregard and utter in- 
difference borders upon heathenism, or worse, 
for they bury their dead after their custom. 

Mr. Wholstenholm was a native of North 
Carolina, and seventy-seven years old. He 
came to Albany about ten or twelve years ago 
with his only relative, his son. At the time 
of his death he was engaged with his son in 
conducting afish and game stand on Broad 
street, and was doing a _ good business. 
He was rather retireing in disposition, 
making few friends or acquaintances. He 
was extremely economical, and hoarded his 
possessions with miserly greed. 

Young Wholstenholm is about thirty years 
of age. His father will receive a pauper’s 
burial.

All for Victory. | 

The election of Charles F. Crisp as 
speaker of the house is a fitting answer 
to republican predictions that the demo- 
cratic majority in that body is too Jarge 
and too unwieldy to prevent blundering.

‘he contest in which he is the victor 
las been somewhat bitter, but there is no 
doubt that his election will bring about a 
more perfect unity than the democratic 
party has known since 1884. The inward 
pulse of the organization will beat in tune 
to the outward show of harmony, and 
all the activities of the party will be 
aroused to life; for, unquestionably, the 


election of Judge Crisp is a victory for '

The New York 
Herald draws a parallel between the em- 
peror and an insane person, described eight 
years ago by Professor Lambroso, an Italian 
expert. The professor said of his lunatic: 
‘‘He has the semblance of a man of genius, 
without the substance. He is endowed with 
physical energy. He is able to do without 
sleep. He is untiring. He carries his crav- 
ing for change of scene to the point of vaga- 
bondage. He loves gorgeous costumes and 
striking postures. He has a peculiar fond- 
ness for assuming disguises. He talks much. 
He is eloquent and fierce, but his speeches 
are hollow. After a more or less prolonged 
period of theoretic agitation he invariably 
reaches a really agitated phase in which, 
with his bursts of wild and impulsive rage, 
he becomes dangerous.”’ 

The Herald correspondent says that this 

portraiture would bea faithful one of the 
Emperor William, and declares that he is 
notaman of genius, buta diseased man 
who may grow dangerous. 
tis worthy of note that most of these 
stories come from French sources, and this 
fact should cause them to be closely investi- 
gated before they are accepted. Nothing is 
easier than to question the mental soundness 
of 2 man of marked originality in a way that 
will cause him to be regarded with suspi- 
cion. Jn the case of the German emperor, if 
certain reports are true, it must be admitted 
that he sometimes talks and acts like a mad- 
man, but it is toc early to jump to the con- 
clusion upon this uncertain testimony that 
he isan irresponsible lunatic. Despite his 
strange peculiarities, this young ruler may 
yet make a great name for himself,

sent to jail for contempt of court because 
they admitted that they would rather believe 
what the newspapers said about the case 
than the testimony of the witnesses. 

These gentlemen are probably guilty of 
contempt, and the action of the court was 
justifiable. Yet they deserve some sym- 
pathy. Inthecourse of their experience 
they have doubtless seen evidence manu- 
factured or suppressed, and they have seen 
the influence exerted by money and public 
opinion, They have found many trials of 
murder cases so unsatisfactory that they 
have fallen into the habit of looking to en- 
terprising newspapers for the true history of 
such crimes,

of the average witness, or for the

spend money liberally, and detail competent 
men to get all the facts connected with the 
important events of the day. They have 
every inducement to get at the truth and 
publish it, and nine times out of ten their 
statements are fully as reliable as those ‘of 
the witnesses who by mere chance happen 
to be on the spot, 

But, while all this is true, jurors must 
keep within bounds, and if they follow the 
example of the Denver men they may expect 
a similar fate. They must remember that 
newspaper testimony is one thing, and legal 
evidence quite another. Jurors are bound 
to be governed by the latter, no matter how 
much they may be disposed to believe their 
favorite newspapers, 


Let Congressman Watson Resign. 

Congressman Thomas E. Watson has 
placed himself in a position which ought 
to be a painful one to a sensitive man. 
Elected as a democrat, by democrats, in 
opposition to a republican, he has re- 
fused to act with the democrats. He 
has refused to enter the democratic 
caucus, and has shown a purpose and a 
desire to desert the democratic organiza- 
tion altogether. That we do not mis- 
represent the fact when we say that Mr, 
Watson was elected as a democrat by 
the democrats of his district, we present 
the following autobiographical sketch written 
for the new edition of the Congressional 


Directory, by Mr. Watson himself: 


Thomas E. Watson, of Thomson, was born 
in Columbia county, Georgia, September 5, 1856; 
received a common school education, and was 
then sent to Mercer university, Macon, Ga.; at 
the end of the sophomore year left college for lack 
of funds; taught school two years; read law fora 
few weeks under Judge A. R. McLaws, of Augusta, 
Ga., and was admitted to the bar; commenced the 
practice of the profession at Thomson, Ga., his old 
home, November, 1876; was a member of the 
Georgia legislature in 1882-83; was democratie 
elector for the state at large in 1888,. Besides the 
practice of law he has been, and stillis, largely 
interested in farming; was elected to the fitty- 
second congress as a democrat, receiving 4,560 
votes, against 597 votes for Anthony E. Williams, 
republican. 


These are the facts from Mr. Watson’s 
own hand. He was elected asa democrat 
over a republican opponent. He was nom- 
inated and elected by democrats, and his ac- 
ceptance of the nomination and the com- 
mission of his office were a pledge of his 
democracy and of his purpose to act with 
the democratic party. How has he ful- 
filied that pledge? Let his present atti- 
tude, as a political nondescript, answer. 

When THE ConsTITUTION rebuked him, 
a few months ago, for his attack on the 
democratic party in an Atlanta speech, he 
made a tremendous splutter, striving to 
show that we had failed to report his 
remarks correctly, and that we were en- 
deavoring to bring about his political 
ruin. The resulting controversy was in- 
teresting. Mr. Watson was extremely in- 
dustrious with his pen, and probably suc- 
ceeded in convincing some people that 
THE CONSTITUTION had made him the 
victim of an unjust and a slanderous at- 
tack when it called him to task for not 
toeing the line of democratic organiza- 
tion. 

Yet Mr. Watson has been consistent 
only in his evasion of the tests to which 
a& man’s democracy is put in’ public life. 
A few weeks ago he was engaged in an 
effort to commit the alliancemen to the 
third party movement. Failing in this we 
find him in Washington, organizing a 
party of his own—a party composed of 
eight congressmen—and running as a can- 
didate for speaker. 

Elected by democratic votes, on a demo- 
cratic platform, he has violated the pledges 
he made by accepting the honor, and has 
betrayed his constituents, 

Mr. Watson should resign his place at 
once, and give the democrats of his dis- 
trict an opportunity to say whether they 
endorse his desertion of the democratic 
party. He owes it to them, no less than 
to himself, to surrender the democratic 
commission which they placed in his 
hands, and give them the opportunity of 
either endorsing his treacherous course or 
of electing a democrat who will represent 
them. 

When Mr. Wasson refused to act with 
the democrats in congress he ceased to 
represent his constituents. He should re- 
sign. at once.

SOMETHING ABOUT TONGE. 


He WiasWell Known in Atlanta—Story of a 
Sad Life. 

A little more than five years ago there came 
to Atlanta from Baltimore a man of courtly 
mien and prepossessing appearance, who gave 
his name as R. H. Tonge. Bearing excellent 
letters of recommendation as to character and 
ability he was soon engaged byone of the 
leading mercantile houses of the city as head 
bookkeeper. He was an expert accountant 
and a skillful penmap. His emyloyers soon 
saw they had drawn a prize and they gave 
him a liberal salary and entrusted him with 


responsible duties. 

Mr. Tonge became a member of several 
secret societies and joined St. Philip’s church. 
He attended services regularly and was ap- 
parently a zealous and consis tent churchman. 

They who were most intimately associated 
with Mr. Tonge never failed to remark & set- 
tled despondency that haloed him. Some- 
thing rankled in his heart. Evidently some 
poignant sorrow had saddened his life; some 
deep-seated grief had frozen the genial cur- 
rents of his soul. He became a_ pessimist, 
and saw with morbid vision, all that is 
beautiful and bright in life. 

He sought to dull the edge of his sorrows by 
recourse to strong drink. This, of course, 
only intensified his suffering. His ability to 
perform accurate work was impaired,and care- 
lessness and indifference took the place of 
painstaking industry. He lost his position. 

Not to even his closest friends would he for 
@ long time reveal the skeleton in his closet. 

One day he drew from his breast pocket a 
small photograph of a young girl, a fair-hairedy. 
beautiful girl of sixteen. 

“This is my daughter,” said he with tears 
in his eyes, ‘‘and I love her more than all else 
in this world—more than my own life, my 
own soul.” 

It was learned subsequently that some 
seventeen years before, Mr. Tonge led to the 
altar an aristocratic and beautiful young 
woman of Baltimore. The marriage, which 
began joyously and brightly, ended miserably. 
A divorce was had, and Mr. Tonge came 
south. 

Whiie in Atlanta he was often heard to say 
that he expected to bring his daughter here 
some day. She was then, and is perhaps now, 
at a Catholic school in Baltimore. 

A few years ago Mr. Tonge was employed 
by Mr. Fred Cooke as his chief bookkeeper, 
and that place he held for many months. 

He was perpetually gloomy and frequently 
threatened to commit suicide. 

About eighteen months ago Tonge myste- 
riously disappeared from Atlanta. Nothing 
was heard of him till a few weeks ago, when a 
gentleman from Dallas, Tex., reported that he 
hadafew days before met him in that city.

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A True Bill Found Against Banker John 
H. James. 


EVIDENCE HE GAVE IN TOLLESON’S CASE 


What Mr. James Says About the Matter. 
Statements of Colonel Abbott and 
Colonel Hammond, 


A good deal of excitement was caused 
yesterday morning by the report that Mr. 
John H. James, the banker, had been in- 
dicted by the grand jury for perjury. 

Among the score of bills placed in the 
grand jury’s hands by Acting Solicitor 
General Benjamin H. Hill, was one 
charging Mr. James with perjury. 

After hearing the testimony of 
State's witnesses, the principal one being 
Judge John L. Hopkins, the grand jury 
returned a true bill against the accused. 

Origin of the Matter. 

Judge Marshall J. Clarke, sitting in cham- 
bers the 3lst of May, 1890, heard the case of 
the People’s Savings bank et al. vs. the Mer- 
cantile Banking Company. 

In the course of the cross-examination which 
Judge Hopkins conducted the following ques- 
tion was propounded to Mr. John H. James, & 
witness in the case. 

‘‘Have you any understanding or agreement 
in writing or otherwise, directly or indirectly, 
with anybody about giving your testimony a6 
to this matter and Talleson’s business—this 
coutroversy ?”’ 

The witness answered—"'None whatever.” 

‘‘Have you any understanding with anybody 
directly or indirectly, in writing or not, about 
giving information with reference to it?’’ the 
lawyer questioned. 

The witness made reply as before—‘‘None 
whatever.”’ 

Mr. James was examined at some length 
and was told to come down. He left the 
courthouse and returned to his bank. After a 
considerable time, several other witnesses 
having been examined in the interim, Mr. 
James went back to the courtroom and asked 
the judge to grant him permission to go upon 
the stand again to modify certain statements 
he had made. The request was granted, and 
he said, upon resuming the witness stand: 


here. After I Jeft here I got to thinking about 
it. I went home and read it. I thought prob 
ably it was better to produce the paper and 
make the statement exactly as they are about 
what you have asked me. Judge Hopkins 
asked me some questions and I answered him 
probably differently from what the contract 
was, not thinking at the time what he was on. 
I would like to have the paper read,’’ handing 
it to Judge Hopkins. 

“When I asked you a little while ago 
whether any contract had even been made by 
you with anybody about this matter, had you 
forgotten the existence of this paper?’ Judge 
Hopkins asked the witness. 

“IT did not,” replied Mr. James, “know the 
contents of it until I got tothinking about it 
after I went out.”’ 

**Do you say that you did not know that you 
had in your possession, when you made these 
answers, a paper relating to your testimony 
and information that you were to give some- 
body ?’”’ inquired the lawyer. 

The reply was, ‘‘I did not know it related to 
the testimony.’’ 

Mr. James Indicted. 

The testimony delivered by Mr. James as 
above given is the basis upon which rests the 
charge of perjury. 

Acting Solicitor General Ben H. Hill drew 
a long and carefully prepared bill of indict- 
ment, which concludes: ‘*‘Whereas, the said 
John H. James did willfully,knowingly, abso- 
lutely and falsely, by his said oath, commit 
willful and corrupt perjury.”’ 

As soon as the grand jury found atrue bill 
a warrant for the arrest of Mr. James was 
placed in Deputy Sheriff Barnes’s hands, but 
before it could be served the defendant went 
to the courthouse and offered to give any bond 
required. The bond was fixed at $200. 

Mr. James Talks. 

When apprised of the finding of the grand 
jury the banker was counting a big pile of 
gold coin. He quit work at once and hurried 
to the courthouse. 

‘This persecution,’’ Mr. James said, “is the 
work of three enemies I have. One of them 
is James Findley and the others are two 
members of the grand jury. This thing was 
tried once before, but the grand jury 
refused to find a _ true bill. The 
court records will clearly exonerate mein this 
matter. What I understand by ‘evidence’ is 
evidence in court. My agreement was to 
furnish: private information to Colonel Nat 
Hammond. After I left the witness stand I 
began thinking about my evidence and it 
occurred to me that it might be best for me to 
explain just what that agreement was. SoI 
went to my office, got the written agreement 
and placed it in the court’s possession. I did 
that within half an hour after I left the 
witness stand. I certainly- had a right to 


Colonel Abbott's Statement. 

Colonel Ben Abbott makes the following 
statement of the case over his own signa- 
ture: 

. On the hearing ot a branch of the Tolleson case 
in which I was of counsel some time in 1890, Mr. 
John H. James was offered as a witness, and on 
cross-examination he was asked by Judge Hop- 
kinsif there was notan agreement or contract 
between him (James) and Mr. Hammond, touching 
certain matters involved in the case, and Mr. 
James said there was no -such contract. 
He was soon withdrawn from the 
stand, and he left the courtroom. 
In a very few minutes Mr. James returned to the 
court, and voluntarily asked leave to cvurrect his 
evidence, which privilege was accorded him, and 
he then stated that he was mfstaken, that there 


was an agreement, and éxhibited it. I do not > 
deem it necessary for the purpose of this certifi- 
cate to undertake to state what the contract was.

NEW YORK, December 8.—Wall street always

There has also been a prediction cur- 
rent io the cotton trade that receipts would fall off 
soon after the Ist of December, but in the light of to- 
day’s movement the feeling of skepticism with regard 
to the first statement is hardly exceeded by the in- 
credulity with which the second is now received, and 
those who have bought cotton relying upon the truth 
of the predicted falling off in receipts are plainly much 
disgusted at the totals that day after day roli up. Not- 
withstanding the market has shown considerable 
steadiness. A decline in view of the heavy movement 
of yesterday and that of today was natural in the Liv- 
erpool market, but it is not es greatas was expected, 
and the closing there is easy at a loss of only about 
2-64d as compared with yesterday. Spinners show a 
disposition to continue stocking up on the basis of pres- 

ent prices, taking after the close of the market yester- 
day some 2,000 bales and 10,000 bales more today,which 
is exceptional on Tuesday. This market, somewhat 
surprised at the relative strength of Liverpool, advanc- 
ed some 3(/4 points at the opening, but afterwards, as 
yesterday, declined and at 12 o’clock is about 5@6 
points below yesterday’s figures. The only cause of 
the decline is the large receipts, and that they have not 
had a more pronounced effect is surprising and to be 
attributed to the fact to which we have frequently a!- 
luded—namely, the continued buying of outsiders who 
believe that at present prices cotton will ultimately 
be found good property. We are advised from Liver- 
pool that there is a rumor current there that Colonel 
North, the great nitrate king, and one of the richest 
men in England, is an accession to the ranks of such 
outsiders, and has quietly been baying cotton the past 
fortnight. To the absorption by him and others as an 
investment of ‘the surplus that is daily making its ap- 
pearance can only be attributed the stability of the 
market, and as this surplus must ultimately find a rest- 
ing place at some price, and is now unquestionably 
passing into the hands of exceptionally strong bolders, 
it would seem to be a reasonable assumption that it 
will not continue to burden the market {or the present. 
Some attention has been drawn to a manifesto from 
he Farmers’ Alliance, published in yesterday’s Wash- 
ington dispatches, to the effect that the crop is not 
over 6,500,000 bales, and that the agricultural depart- 
ment at Washington, in conjunction with bear specu- 
lators, has been interested to depress the price. 
Thoughtful people, however, aitach but little im port- 
ance to this. As some have supposed that the agricul- 
tural department would issue another report on the 
10th instant, we take this occasion to advise our friends 
that such will not be the case. After 2 o’clock the 
market was superficially easy but without pronounced 
weakness, losing about 2 points more and closing 
finally about 7@8 points below last evening. Receipts 
for the day are 73,384 bales, against 50,300 bales last 
year. This, and this only, is the cause of such decline 
as has been effected.

The market there held very steady 
for a short time, but later, under the pressure of the 
continued enormous receipts, became very much de- 
pressed, selling off in all about 11 points from the high- 
est of the day and closing soft at the decline.

Features of the Speculative Movement in 
Grain and Provisions, 


CHICAGO, December 8.—The bears in wheat were 
in trouple today. May opened at $9',799'.c, azainst 
$85,c at the close yesterday, but some rather heavy 
longs reaped good profits, and proceeded to realize 
their sales by breaking the market to 99e. When 
this pressure was removed, however, the market re- 
bounded to 99% c, then sagged off to 99'.c, fluctuated, 
frequently within narrow range, weakened in the last 
hour, under hammering by the bears, and free realiz- 
ing sales, and touched 99c again. This was followed 
by another rally to 99'.c, then weakened again and 
closed at 99\,c. Late cables were all higher, with the 
single exception of Antwerp. Early London cables 
showed a decline of a shilling on cargoes, but this was 
evidently an error, as late advices noted an advance 
from yesterday. 

Corn was fairly active, strong and higher. Receipts 
were 358 cars, but included only 26 cars of contract. 
Shorts was uneasy, partly from poor inspection and 
partly from the strong tone in wheat, and were coy- 
ered freely, though selling was restricted. Further 
decrease in the already small stocks in store here was 
alsoa strengthening factor. Trading in December 
was very light, and was tempered by the realization of 
the fact that there might bea very light squeeze in it 
before the month is ended. In fact this condition of 
affairs is likely to extend into more remote futures, 
unless the inspection improves maierially.

There were ten perso.us who were charged 
with false swearing in connection with the 
late registration. 

Five of these are white men and five are 
colored men. 

The former are Dr. A. R. Alley, Mr. Ed 
Durant, Mr. Sam Richardson, Mr. T. A. Ab- 
ercrombie and Mr. Edward Harbuck. 

The colored men are Stephen Fields, John 
Rivers, Pete McMiéhael, Wilson Phifer and 
Jack Box. 

Of these ten citizens the only one who 
escaped was Jack Box, an aged negro, who 
lives at Decatur. He had, the evidence dis- 
closed, registered ignorautly. This case was 
dismissed. 

But true bills for false swearing were found 
agagnst the other nine defendants. 

The hearing was, of course, ex parte. 

The prosecution rested upon the testimony 
of Policeman Wallace, corroborated by docu- 
mentary evidence produced by the city regis- 
trar and the county tax collector. 

The solicitor general was asked to indict 
these defendants for perjury, but knowing that 


~ charge would not hold, he drew the indict- 


ments for false swearing. 

There is a difference, itseems, between these 
two crimes, 

“False swearing shall consist in willfully, 
knowingly, absolutely and falsely swearing, 
either with or without laying the hand on the 
Holy Evangelist of Almighty God, or aftirm- 
ing in any matter or thing (other than judicial 
proceeding) by a person to whom ajawfui oath 
or aftirmation is administered.’”’ Thus saith 
the revised statutes of Georgia. 

Perjury is defined to be false swearing in a 
judicial proceeding. 

The punishment for false swearing, pre- 
scribed by the statutes, is imprisonment in the 
penitentiary for not less than three nor more 
thau ten years. 

The punishment for perjury is not less than 
four normore than ten years in the peniten- 
tiary. 

All these cases have been docketed in Judge 
Richard H, Clark’s court, and they will prob- 
ably be tried within the next three weeks. 

Other Matters. 

Felix Davis, colored, charged with the mur- 
der of Bob Ivey, has been in jail since the day 
after the latter’s dead body was found. The 
evidence against him was so flimsy and cir- 
culnstantial thatthe grand jury found ‘no 
bill.’ One hour after this finding Felix Davis 
was disprisoned and is pow a {free man. 

Valter I’onder's Case, 

Mrs. Brittain and two physicians were the 
witnesses against Ponder, the man who was 
jailed two weeks ago on che charge of crimin- 
aliy maltreating little Zetta Clark. And ter- 
rible witnesses they were. 

Ponder’s victim, bereft of her reason, lan 
guishes behind the bars of a madhouse; but 
her story, told before she became insane, to- 
gether with the mute yet eloquent testimony 
of her poor beaten body, forged fetters 

round the neck of the inhuman stepfather, 
and the jury indicted him for—rape. 

Soon after the grand jury adjourned a Con- 
STITUTION reporver visited Ponder in the 
jail. 

“LT ain’t guilty. I never did the girl no 
harm,’’ said the prisoner when informed of the 
grand jury’s finding. 

“She was my steydaughter,’’ the man con- 
tinued, “‘yet 1’li swear before God I treated 
her just as if she’d been my own flesh and 
biood. It’s a put-up racket on me aud I ain’t 
guilty. That’s all I know.’’ 

After this Ponder lapsed into a sort of 
reverie, and talked gibberish. His talk was 
that of a half-witted fellow, who evidently had 
no conception of the enormity of the crime laid 
to his charge. 

“That man,” remarked a fellow prisoner, 
“is clean daft. Why, he’s crazy,”’ 

“But he wasn’t too crazy,” putin a guard, 
“to know what he was doing when he ruined 
that poor littie girl, Zetta Clark.”’ 


BURIED SEVENTEEN YEARS, 


And Then Removed to Another State for In- 
terment. 


The remains of George I. Thomas were ex- 
huined yesterday afternoon at Oakland cem- 
etary after an undisturbed rest of seventeen 
years.

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WILL MEET TODAY. 


The North Georgia Conference Convenes 
at Cartersville This Morning. 


ee ee ee se 


BISHOP JOSEPH S. KEY WILL PRESIDE. 


A Summary of the Work That Will Come 
Before the Convention—Appoint- 
ing the Ministers. 


The north Georgia conference of the Meth- 
odist church will meet at Cartersville this 
morning. 

The convention will be composed of about 
two hundred and twenty-five, and about forty 
lay delegates. 

Bishop Joseph S. Key, the Methodist bishop 
who presides over this conference, but resides 
in Texas, will call the body to order this 
morning. 

The opening sermon will be delivered after 
the convening of the body and a recess taken 
until the afternoon, In the afternoon the roil 
call will be perfected. Every minister in 
charge of a church, presiding elders, and four 
lay delegates from each district, are entitled 
to seats as delegates. There are ten districts 
in the north Georgia conference, which will 
furnish forty lay delegates, and ten presiding 
elders, and they, with about two hundred and 
twenty-five ministers, will make a pretty large 
list of delegates. 


BISHOP KEY. 


The convention will not be held in Sam 
Jones’s tabernacle, as has been stated, it not 
being supplied with the necessary heating 
facilities to supply warmth for the delegates, 
but will be held in the First Methodist church. 
This is a large, spacious building, and is amply 
large to accommodate the regular delegates, as 
well as the large number of visitors that 
always attend the conferences. It will con- 
tinue in session for one week, and the dele- 
gates state that it will take hard work to get 
through with the work that will come up even 
in that time. . 

There will be two sermons by visiting min- 
isters each day during the conference, but 
these will for the most part be delivered in 
the different churches of the city, soas not to 
interfere with the workings of the conference. 

Reports from all the churches, and missions 
in the bounds of the north Georgia conference 
will be presented to the conference by the 
ministers, and the work of the churches dur- 
ing the past year will be reviewed. 

The conference examines into the work 
of every minister in the conference, 
This work, with the many reports, the con- 
tributions of the various churches, for various 
missionary purposes, will comprise a hard 
week’s work for the ministers and lay dele- 
gates. 

The last work done by the conference isthe 
assigning of the two hundred and more minis- 
ters to the charges for the ensuing year. This 
in itself is no little task, particularly as great 
discrimination has to be used. The conference 
must take into consideration the character of 
the church to be supplied, andselect a suitable 
minister. The bishop appoints the ministers 
to the churches for the year, but the recom- 
mendations, or requests, come usually from | 
the churches and are laid before the bishop by 
the lay delegates in the conference. 

An old Methodist law provides that no min- 
ister can serve one church, or charge, longer 
than four years in succession. This necessi- 
tates the making of severai changes at every 
conference, and one change creates others, 

It develops that several changes are likely 
to be made in Atlanta. 

Rev. M. L. Underwood, the pastor of St. 
Paul’s church, is the only Atlanta minister in 
the conference whois debarred from serving 
his church longer by the statuteof limitations. 
He has been pastor of St. Paui’s four years, 
and his congregation regrets to see hii leave. 
It is thought that he will be appointed to St. 
John’s church, this city, and Rev. C. C. Cary, 
the present pastor of St. John’s, be transferred 
to St. Paul’s. This is merely surmise, how- 
ever. 

Other changes are likely, at least so the 
before-convention rumors go. 

Dr. Walker Lewis will be retained at 
Trinity, having served that church one year 
very successfully, There may be achange at 
the First Methodist, and then again there may 
not be. Dr. W. D. Anderson came to the 
church one year ago, and has given splendid 
satisfaction to his congregation as an inde- 
pendent minister and a devout man of God. 
If a change is made he will be placed on a 
district where his eminent ability and force 
of character will find a splendid field for ex- 
ercise. 

The question of who will succeed Dr. Ander- 
jon in case he is made a presiding elder is one 
»f great interest. Several names of probabili- 
lies have been suggested, but it is all mere 
bpeculation. The name of Dr. I. 8. Hopkins 
has been used quite extensively in this con- 
hection, but Dr, Hopkins is so thoroughly the 
right man for the important post be now holds 
ns president of the Technological school that 
he couldn’t be spared there. He is at present 
niso the pastor of Merritts avenue church. 

It is also asserted on good authority that 
Rev. John F, King, of the Walker street 
vhureb, will be made a presiding eer. 
He is one of the younger of Atlanta’s minis- 
ters, but is developing into a minister of 
great strength of character and boldness of 
action. 

The conference will be called on to appoint 
a pastor for Asbury church in the place of 
Kev. W. P. Smith, the present pastor. Mr. 
Smith’s heaith has been failing for some time, 
and has reached the point where he will not be 
able to attend to the duties required of a pas- 
tor. 

tev. S. R. Belk, pastor of Payne’s chapel, 
and Rev. W, P. Dunbar, will likely be kept at 
their respective churches, 

At the conierence each church will make a 
showing of both its church work and contribu- 
tions for missionary and educational purposes. 

Trinity church will, it is said, make the most 
creditable showing of any church in the con- 
ference, or in the south for that matter. Dur- 
ing the past year 300 additions have been made 
to the church, and $50,000 has been contrib- 
uted for ail purposes. 

Mr. W. A. Hemphill, treasurer of the for- 
eign mission board of Trinity church, wil! at- 
tend the conference one day, and make his
